Special Plans 

I wish to call attention to the fact that I am not confined to the sale of 
the enclosed plans, nor do I limit myself to the sale of drawings now in stock, 
inasmuch as I am fully prepared to incorporate your ideas in special work. 
If you wish to order special drawings, I would request that you inform me as 
to the locality in which you propose to build, at the same time sending in your 
data as to the number of rooms and their arrangement, etc. For special plans, 
preliminary pencil sketches are always sent in for criticism and for alterations, 
and the tracings are not completed until the sketches are approved. 

THE PRICE FOR SPECIAL PLANS WILL BE $7.50 PER ROOM 

Bath-rooms, halls, dressing rooms, screen rooms, breakfast nooks and 
pantries count as rooms. There will be a deposit of one-third of the amount 
required when the order for special plans is placed, the balance to be paid 
when plans are delivered. 

THE MEANING OF SPECIAL PLANS 

Where the slightest change is to be made in the enclosed plans, it necessi- 
tates a new set of tracings, which has to be prepared by an experienced 
draughtsman. Therefore it does not make any difference whether a change is 
slight or an entirely different design from any shown herein. It takes the 
same amount of labor to prepare the special drawing. 

Where there are only a few slight changes to be made, if you should prefer 
to save the difference between the price of plans as shown and special plans, 
in many cases the builder can make the changes in building. 

WHAT A SET OF PLANS CONSISTS OF 

A complete set of plans consists of a foundation or cellar plan, four 
elevations, floor plan and details. The floor plans show the exact size of 
all rooms, halls, closets, bath-rooms, pantries, porches, etc., also the sizes of 
all doors and windows, the position of all plumbing fixtures, light fixtures, etc. 

The details show an elevation and cross-section of all exterior and interior 
trim, such as buffets, mantels, bookcases, seats, and bath-room # cabinets, 
kitchen and pantry cupboards, flour bins, spice drawers, sinks, drain-boards, 
etc. They also show construction of beam ceilings, panel wainscoting, as 
well as sizes and style of all trim, window frames, casement windows, brackets, 
etc. These are all figured and drawn to a sufficient scale to enable any 
carpenter to carry out without the least trouble. The plans are drawn to a 
quarter of an inch to the foot, and the details are drawn from one-half inch 
to three inches to the foot, making them sufficiently large to be easily 
understood. 

The specifications are as complete as can be made, great care having been 
taken to have every item specified.
